The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The prior art of record does not teach or suggest, either singularly or in combination, at 
least an electronic device comprising: an active element comprising at least one of a photon or 
radiation detector, a photon or radiation emission device, and a MEMS; a transfer element 
comprising a first face and a second face and being assembled to the second face of the active 
element through its first face, and having electrical connections on its second face, this transfer 
element being assembled on a surface of another circuit on the side of its second face such that 
the second face of the transfer element is parallel to the surface of the another circuit; and at least 
one wire connection between the electrical connections of the first face of the active element and 
the second face of the transfer clement. Katoh ct al. (U. S. Pat. No. 4,743,868) teaches an active 
element, a transfer element comprising a first face and a second face and being assembled to the 
second face of the active element through its first face, and having electrical connections on its 
second face, and at least one wire connection between the electrical connections of the first face 
of the active element and the second face of the transfer element. However, Katoh et al. does not 
teach an active element comprising at least one of a photon or radiation detector, a photon or 
radiation emission device, and a MEMS and the transfer element being assembled on a surface of 
another circuit on the side of its second face such that the second face of the transfer element is 
parallel to the surface of the another circuit as set forth in claims 1,17 and 27.
